Sir, — With  reference  to  the  letter  from  this  office 
of  the  3rd  of  August,  1870,  relating  to  the  instructions 
to  be  issued  to  British  Pilots,  with  a view  of  prevent- 
ing infractions  of  Her  Majesty's  neutrality  during  the 
Franco-German  War,  I am  directed  by  the  Earl  of 
Derby  to  state  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the

Declaration  between  Great  Britain  and  Italy  relative  to 

the  diipoaal  of  the  estates  of  deceased  seamen  of  the  two 

nations. 

(Signed  at  London,  April  17th  1877.) 

The  Government  of  Her  Maje.'tj'  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italj', 
being  desirous  to  make  arrangements  as  to  tlic  dis- 
posal of  the  propel  tj'  of  deceased  .'•eamcn  of  the  two 
nations  in  certain  cases,  the  undersigned,  duly  author- 
ized to  that  eftect,  have  agreed  as  follows: 

AimCLE  I. 

If  anj'  British  seamen  dies  on  board  an  Italian  ship, 
or  whilst  serving  on  board  an  Italian  ship  within 
Italian  territory-;  or  if,  on  the  other  hand,  any  Italian 
seamen  dies  on  board  a British  vessel,  or  whilst  serv- 
ing on  board  a British  vessel  within  llritish  territory, 
the  Governments  of  Italy  and  of  Groat  Britain  re.s- 
pectively  shall  provide  as  far  as  possible  for  the  pro- 
teetion,  without  loss  or  injurv',  of  any  monej’  or  elfects 
belonging  to  such  deceased  seamen. 

In  case  of  a British  seaman  dying  as  aforesaid,  the 
Italian  Government  shall  cause  the  property,  if  not 
exceeding  50/.  in  value,  to  be  delivered,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  decease,  to  the  British  Consul  at  the 
Italian  port  whore  the  decease  occurs;  or  if  the  decease 
does  not  occur  at  an  Italian  port,  but  on  Italian  terri- 
torv’,  to  the  British  Consul  nearest  to  the  place  where 
such  decease  occurs,  or  where  the  property  may  be;  or  if 
such  decease  occurs  at  sea  on  board  an  Italian  vessel, 
to  the  British  Consul  at  the  first  Italian  port  at  which 
the  vessel  arrives  after  such  decease. 

In  the  case  of  an  Italian  seamen  dying,  as  aforesaid, 
bis  property,  if  not  exceeding  50/.  in  value,  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  jn-ovision  contained  in  Article  II,  be  deli- 
vered, as  soon  as  possible  after  the  decease,  to  the 
Italian  Consul  at  the  British  port  where  the  decease 
occurs;  or  if  the  decease  does  not  occur  at  a British 
port  but  on  British  territory,  to  the  Italian  Consul 
nearest  to  the  place  where  such  decease  occurs,  or 
where  the  property  may  be;  or  if  such  decease  occurs 
at  sea  on  board  a British  vessel,  to  the  Italian  Consul 
at  the  first  British  port  at  which  the  vessel  arrives 
after  such  decease. 

When  the  property  exceeds  50/.  in  value  it  shall, 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  Article  II,  be 
paid  to  the  legal  representative  of  the  deceased 
according  to  the  law  of  the  nation  of  the  ship  or  ter- 
ritory where  the  property  is  at  the  time  of  the  decease. 

In  cases  where  a deceased  seamen  has  signed 
articles  either  ns  an  Italian  or  as  a British  subject,  as 
the  case  ma^'  be,  but  the  Government  into  whose  I 
possession  his  effects  come  is  not  satisfied  of  his  nation- 
ality, that  Government  shall  equally  protect  his 
property,  and  shall  send  an  account  of  it,  and  its 
value,  and  of  all  information  in  the  possession  of  that 
Government  relating  to  the  deceased,  to  the  other 
Government  as  soon  as  possible,  and  shall  deliver  the 
property  to  the  other  Government  immediately  on 
receiving  its  assurance  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
deceased  was  a subject  of  it. 

ARTICLE  II. 

If  the  deceased  shall  have  served  in  the  Royal 
17avy  of  Great  Britain,  any  assets  which  may  be 
pa^-able  l)y  the  British  Admiralty  shall  be  dealt  with 
according  to  the  law  of  Great  Britain, 


ARTICLE  III. 

The  term  “seamen’’  in  this  Declaration  includes 
everj'  person  (excej)t  masters  and  jiilots)  emploj’cd  or 
engaged  in  any  cajiacily  on  board  any  merchant-ship, 
or  who  has  be(;n  so  emjdo.yed  or  engaged  within  six 
months  before  his  death,  and  every  j^erson  (not  being 
a commissioned,  warrant,  or  subordinate  officer,  or 
assistant  engineer)  borne  on  the  books  of,  or  forming 
part  of  flic  coiT)])lement  of  any  public  ship  of  w-ar. 

The  term  “Consul’’  includes  Consul-General,  Con- 
sul, Vice-Consul,  and  Consular  Agent,  and  every 
person  for  the  time  being  discharging  the  duties  of 
Consul-General,  Consul,  Vice-Consul,  or  Consular 
Agent.

to  the  disposal  of  the  Estates  of  Deceased  Seamen  of  the 

tivo  Nations. 

(Signed  at  London,  April  11th,  1877.) 

The  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and 
the  Government  of  Ilis  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
being  desirous  to  make  arrangements  as  to  Ihe'dis- 
posal  of  the  estates  of  deceased  seamen  of  the  two 
nations  in  certain  cases,  the  undersigned,  duly  author- 
ized to  that  effect  have  agreed  as  follows: — 
ARTICLE  I. 

If  any'  British  seaman  dies  on  board  a Danish  ship, 
or  whilst  serving  on  board  a Danish  ship,  within 
Danish  territory';  or  if  on  the  other  hand,  any  Danish 
seanmn  dies  on  board  a British  vessel  or  whilst  serving 
on  board  a British  vessel  wnthin  British  territory',  the 
Governments  of  Denmark  and  of  Great  Britain  res- 
pectively shall  provide  as  far  as  possible  for  the  pro- 
tection, without  loss  or  injury',  of  any  estate  belonging 
to  such  deceased  seaman. 

In  the  case  of  a Britisli  seaman  dying  as  aforesaid, 
the  Danish  Government  shall  cause  the  estate,  if  not 
exceeding  50/.  in  value,  to  be  delivered,  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  decease,  to  the  British  Consul  at 
the  Danish  port  w'here  the  decease  occurs;  or  if  the 
decease  does  not  occur  at  a Danish  port,  but  on 
Danish  territory',  to  the  British  Consul  nearest  to  the 
place  W'here  such  decease  occurs,  or  w'here  the  estate 
may  be;  or  if  such  decease  occurs  at  sea  on  board  a 
Danish  vessel,  to  the  British  Consul  at  the  first  Danish 
port  at  which  the  vessel  arrives  after  such  decease. 

In  the  case  of  a Danish  seaman,  dy'ing  as  aforesaid, 
his  estate,  if  not  exceeding  50/.  in  value,  shall,  subject 
to  the  pi  ovision  contained  in  Article  II,  bo  delivered 
by  the  Briti^h  Government,  as  soon  as  possible,  to 
the  Danish  Consul  of  the  district  to  which  the  vessel 
may  belong. 

When  the  estate  exceeds  50/.  in  value,  in  the  event 
of  there  being  no  person  at  hand  w'ho,  within  the 
period  of  six  months,  proves  to  be  rightfully'  entitled 
to  administer  to  the  estate  of  the  diceascd  seaman, 
the  Consuls-Gcneral  or  Consuls  of  either  State  in 
w'hose  jurisdiction  -such  decease  shall  take  place, 
shall,  subject  to  the  provision  contained  in  Article  II, 
have  the  power  totake  possession  of  and  administerto 
the  estate  of  such  deceased  seaman. 

If  any  British  seaman,  w'hilst  serving  on  board  a 
Danish  ship,  dies  within  British  territory';  or  if,  on 
the  other  hand,  any  Danish  seaman,  whilst  serving 
on  board  a British  ship,  dies  within  Danish  territory, 
—then  the  estate  (if  any)  belonging  to  such  decea.scd 
seaman  shall,  after  deducting  the  expenses  incurred, 
be  paid  over  to  the  nearest  Consul  of  the  nation  to 
which  the  shiji  belongs,  in  order  that  he  may  cause  it 
to  be,  under  observation  of  the  aforesaid  regulation.s, 
delivered  to  the  competent  authority  in  the  country 
of  the  deceased  seaman. 

In  the  event  of  a seaman  of  one  nation  serving  on 
board  a ship  of  the  other  nation,  and  dying  in  the  ter- 
ritory of  a third  nation,  any  estate  of  such  deceased 
seaman  (which  may  have  been  received  by  the  Consul 
at  the  port  where  such  death  may  have  taken  place 
of  the  nation  to  which  the  ship  belongs)  shall,  after 
deducting  the  expenses  incurred,  be  paid  over  to  the 
Consul  of  the  other  nation  at  the  same  port. 

In  cases  where  a deceased  seaman  has  signed  arti- 
cles cither  as  a Danish  or  as  a British  subject  as  the 
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Cftso  may  b(',  but  tlu;  (iovoi'miKait  into  whoso  ])Ossos- 
sion  his  estato  ooni(!s  is  not  satisliod  ofliis  nationality, 
that  (iovonimont  shall  iMiually  ]irotc'oi  his  osfalo  aiul 
pliall  solid  an  account  of  it,  ami  its  value',  and  of  all 
iiifonnation  in  the  possossioii  of  that  (lovcni incut  re- 
lating to  the  dccoasi  d,  to  the  other  Governinont  as 
80011  as  jiossihlo,  and  shall  deliver  the  estate  to  the 
other  Governiiioiit  iinniodiately  on  receiving  its  assu- 
rance that  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  deceased  was  a 
aubject  of  it.
